The California public higher educa 
ions system's policy of increasing stu- 
dent fees, freezing and deferring fac- 
ulty salaries, terminating part-ume 
employees and reducing enroliment in 
the face of budget cuts will not work for 
very much longer, according to a June 
report by the California Higher Educa- 
von Policy Center 

As a result of the center's findings 
the California State University Board 
of Trustees and the University of Cahi 
lorma Regents will meet tor the first 
ume October 13 

The report, which criticizes the sys 
tems for finding short-term solutions 


for long-term problems Stales by the 


year 2006, California’s public higher 
education systems will face the reality 
of welcoming some 1.4 million full- 
time equivalent students 

“The results is that to accommodate 
the increased number of students, state 
support for higher education would 
have to increase by about 52 percent in 
real terms — that is. from $4.8 billion 
in 1991 to $8.7 bilhon in 2006," the 
report states 

The reportmaintuns increasing stu 
dent fees t0 make up for the annual 
budgei shortfall 1s unrealistic 

\ithough this has been the solu 


tion for the pruist three years, it seems 


highly unlikely that student fee in 
creases can mak up Uie 52 percent 
budget gap between increased demand 
and the cost of conunuing the status 
quo. California will need to address 
basic questions of how much of the

It's 7 a.m. in an economics 
class, and sleepy students litter 
the classroom, gasping for alert- 
ness like stranded bass on the 
shore of a lake. 

Approximately 80 percent of 
Sacramento State students 
work according to an annual! 
study done by UCLA. 

Not only do they work, but 
they also take classes, study 
and attempt at a social life: all 
of which usually takes prece 
dence over sleep. 

“Sometimes | wish | had the 
opportunity to sleep more, but | 
just don’t have the time,” said 
Janice Gung, a child develop 
ment major. 

After a few days of limited 
sleep, academicaily the sleep 
bill becomes very expensive. 
According toa report published 
by the American Sleep Disor 
ders Association in Rochester, 
Minn., inadequate sleep de 
grades performance on cogni 
tive tasks involving memory, 
learning, logical reasoning, 
mathematic calculations, pat 
tem recognition, complex ver 
bal processing and decision 
making. 

“As agroup, college students 
are sleepier than other adults,” 
said Dr. James N. Nishio, a 
certified sleep specialist at the 
Sutter Steep Disorders Center 
in Sacramento. “If they changed 
their sleephabits, students could 
improve their alertness.” 

Habitually sleeping from six 
to nine hours every night is one 
of many sleep suggestions from 
researchers who are studying 
aspects of sleep that affect stu 
dent academic performance. 

Recent findings compiled by 
the National Commission on

Sleep Disorders Research con- 
firm that humans have brain 
neurons that control a 25-hour 
cycle of lethargic and energetic 
periods. The 25-hour cycle is 
called a circadian cycle. 

Because of the circadian 
cycle, people who regularly 
sleep from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
have their most alert periods at 
mid-moming and early evening, 
said Dr. Timothy Roehrs, a sleep 
researcher at the Henry Ford 
Hospital in Detroit, Mich. 

“If | always had a choice, | 
would schedule classes in the 
morning —definitely in the 
moming,” said Avi Tamir, a 
business major. 

Dr. Roehrs concurs. He said 
the times between 8 a.m. and 
noon and 6 to 8 p.m. are the 
best times to schedule classes 
for students who have normal 
sleep habits. 

Sleep researchers suggest 
that students avoid scheduling 
Classes from | to 3 p.m., when 
humans usually experience a 
dip in body temperature and 
alertness 

“For most people, one of the 
two lull periods during the cir- 
cadian cycle is around 3 p.m.,” 
said Dr. Victor Lebacqz, the chief 
of the flight human factors 
branch at the NASA Ames Re- 
search Center in Moffett Field, 
Calif. 

“Although evening classes 
aren t appealing to many stu- 
dents, most people get a sec- 
ond wind at 5 or 6 p.m and 
would do well during the 
evening,” Roehrs said. 

However, unless aconscious 
effort is made to maintain regu 
lar sleep habits, the timing of 
the circadian cycle will change. 
The intemal sleep rhythm will 
shift forward by one hour since 
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the average human has a 25 


hour body and a 24-hour clock
